DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a low coherence interferometric apparatus for scanning an object including: a 
variable wavelength selection device is positioned in the light path of the detection light between 
the beam junction and the detector, by which a wavelength-dependent separation of the detection 
light is performed in such a manner that the detector selectively receives preferably light with 
wavelengths which correspond to a predetermined sequence of wavenumbers k, and different 
sequences of wavenumbers k can be set for varying the scan position along the scan path, in 
combination with the other limitations of claim 1.
